Inaugural Meeting were confirmed as a correct record and ordered to be 
signed by the Chaimnan. 


12: Report of Committces: 


The Committee reported on a number of matters including the A 604 
junction, the library, notice board, play areas, footpaths and amenity 
areas generally, ‘bus shelters, ‘bus service, power cuts, property defect 
problems of general concern, | recreational facilitiesf speed limits, street 
signs,fletter box and public 'phone{ car wash points, TV signals, condition 
of residential roads, Clinic, the Leasehold Reform Act 1967, and garden 
structures. 


The Report was accepted with some discussion on the following matters: 

(a) garden structures - a motion that "No garden sheds be erected 
until this Association is suitably represented on the Village 
Trust" was defeated, the voting by show of hands being 20 for the 
motion, 21 against: Mr. 0. Palmann asked that his name be recorded 
in the Minutes as voting for the motion. 

(b) speed limits and parking in Courts - the Secretary was instructed 
to discuss vehicles speeds amd site staff parking with the 
Developers. 


43. Alteration of Rules: It was resolved wnanimously that Rule 3a be amended 
by the addition after the words 10/-d. per year "except that resident 
householders at or over the ge at which Social Security pensions are 
payable shall be eligible for free membership". 


44.  WVillege Trust ro,resentation: It was resolved that the question of 
Association nominees as Village Trustees be deferred and that a Special 
Meeting be called on the receipt of a formal request for nominations. 


15. General Discussion: Arising from general discussion on a number of points 
the Secretary was instructed to raise with the Developers: 
(a) reinstatement of trenches by public services. 
(b) the stabilising as a level fim surface of wool gravel beds in 
Courts in 4corm Avenue. 
In addition, the Committee were instructed to consider what amendment, if 
any, was necessary in the voting rights of members attending General Meetings. 


16. Next Mecting: the Secretary was instrncted to call a further General Meeting 
in three to four months time, or carlier if circumstances so required.
